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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Examiner has considered the Information Disclosure Stiatement (IDS) 
received on 10/11/05 and the Initialed copy (one page) of the IDS is attached with this 
correspondence. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the title of the invention 
should be deleted. Correction is required. See MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider tlie applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Akhter et al., Akhter hereinafter (US Patent Publications No. 2004/0137851) in 
view of Kim et al., Kim hereinafter (US Patent No. 7,190,748). 

6. Akhter teaches a frequency offset controller (fig. 1-3) for correcting the frequency 
offset of the received signal comprising: receiving the signal r(t); processing the 
received signal and generating a frequency offset of the received signal (208 and 210); 
averaging the current and the previous frequency offset (see paragraph 0013, 0016, 
0018 and claims 9; 18 and 23); and applying the averaged frequency offset to the 
received signal for correcting the frequency (see the received signal multiplied by a 
frequency correction signal in figures 1-3) as in claims 1 ,5,7 and 10. 

What Akhter fails to teach is that: the receiver receiving a signal transmitted from 
a transmitter in WLAN as in claims 1 ,5,7 and 10; the received signal is from an access 
point of wireless network as in claim 2; source field to determine a source of the 
message as in claim 3; and the method is performed by a transmitter of a wireless local 
area network wherein the transmitter is encompassed in an access point and mobile as 
in claim 4,6 and 9. 

Kim for the same endeavor as the instant application and that of Akhter teaches 
a wireless local area network (see fig. 1) having access point (12) for communicating 
with a plurality of mobile units as in claims 1, 2,4,5,6,7,9 and 10; the mobile units having 
means and method for corriecting the frequency offset of the carrier frequency (see 
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abstract and col. 1 , lines 16-60) of a signal transmitted by the access point complying 
according to the IEEE 802.11 (see col. 1, line 1, lines 40-60 and figure 3), where the 
received frame having preamble for frequency acquisition as in claim 7; and the frame 
having inherent address for the receiver to determine the source of the signal received 
for further processing as in claim 3 (see fig. 3). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of an ordinary skill in the art to use 
the access point of Kim in the system of Akhter for accessing and tune to the received 
signal from the plurality of mobile units (16a-16N) through a single access point 12 in a 
centralized fashion according to the direction of the access point at the time the 
invention was made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent Publication Numbers 2004/0166423 and 
2002/0191535 issued to Li et al. and Sugiyama et al. respectively disclosure a receiver 
having means for estimating the frequency by averaging the current and previous 
estimated frequency offset.
